After two months of intensive delibera- 


tions,

Committee has reported out legislation 
under which the federal government would 
pay various hospital and medical benefits 
to citizens 65 years and older. House 
passage of the bill in early April seems 
assured, and the Senate plans to start 
hearings on the measure soon afterward. 


The proposed legislation is a combina- 


tion of the Administration bill which has 
been before Congress in substantially the 
same form 
for 
several 
sessions, and 


sections of a Republican proposal which 
Rep. 
John 
Byrnes 
put 
before 
the 


committee about a month ago. And while 
committee approval came on a strict party- 
line vote, 17 to 8, a number of Republicans 
are expected to support the measure when 
It comes to a final House vote. 


The fundamental principle established 


in the legislation 
is that the federal 


government assumes . the obligation of 
helping elderly people meet the costs of 
Illness. The benefits extended under the 
administration's portion of the proposal 
are actually quite limited in scope. But it 
must be assumed that once the principle is 
established that this is a proper function of 
the federal government these benefits will 
be 
expanded 
in future 
Congressional 


sessions. 


It is paradoxical that the provisions of 


the bill authored by the 
Republican 


congressman from Wisconsin will undoubt- 
edly be of more use and practical value to 
the elderly than the so-called medicare 
benefits which have been advocated so 
continuously by Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson. There is one basic difference, 
however. The Byrnes benefits will truly be 
in the form of insurance and it will be 
voluntary in that persons 65 or older may 
e'ect to subscribe for them at a modest 
premium cost.

Benefits which would be 
provided 


under the legislation can be summarized as 
follows: 
1. Provided to all persons 65 or older: 


a. Up to 60 days of hospital care for 


each illness, with the beneficiary paying 
the first $50 of such costs. 


b. All services ordinarily furnished by a 


hospital for in-patients except doctors' 
fees. No charges by physicians or surgeons 
are covered. 


c. From 20 to 100 days of post-hospital 


care in approved nursing homes and up to 
100 home nursing visits. 


d. Out-patient diagnostic services with 


the patient paying the first $20 of such 
charges. 
2. Benefits provided under the voluntary 
insurance plan: 


a. Physicians' services, including sur- 


gery, in a hospital, clinic, office or home. 


b. Care for up to 60 days in a mental 


hospital, up to a maximum of 180 days for 
lifetime. 


c. Up to 100 additional home nursing 


visits each year. 


d. Specified health service including X-- 


ray and laboratory tests, other diagnostic 
tests, 
radiological 
treatments, 
surgical 


dressings, 
splints, 
casts, 
iron 
lungs, 


prosthetic devices, artificial legs, arms and 
eyes and limited ambulance service.

Judges as Advocates

The rate will 
increase to 4.35 per cent each, Jan. 1, 1966 
and will apply to the first $5,600 of 
income. There will be additional rate 
increases in 1967, 1969.

through 1987. The base will be 


increased to $6,600 in 1970. 


To put it in dollars, the maximum 


Social Security tax now paid by an 
individual, and matched by his employer, 
is S174. This will go up to $198 next 
January, $243.60 in 1966, $252 in 1967, 
$27440 in 1969. $323.40 in 1971. and

$343.20 providing rates are not increased 
further by that time.

But 
they argue that in today's prosperous 
times today's wage earners may be in 
future years much more able to provide 
for their own retirement, aided especially 
by expanding private retirement plans. 


The voluntary program proposed by 


Republicans makes much more sense. Each 
beneficiary will pay part of the cost, with 
the government 
assessing the balance 


against all taxpayers based on their ability 
to pay. Should the need for such a 
government program decrease in future 
years, it would gradually disappear by 
natural attrition.

so much more sense than their own that 
the Democratic majority in the Ways and 
Means Committee eagerly embraced it and 
welded it to their own program.

pike in the lake? Is it because 
the pike just aren't taking the 
bait?

charts of their test nets. The

caught in these nets compared 
to the rough fish has greatly 
increased.

lished by Hodding Carter, has 
been a champion of Negro 
right for years. Its effect, 
coupled with the support of 
such prominent citizens as 
Percy, has been remarkable. 


Dead Hand 


Said Percy: 
"The people 


want to be in the mainstream 
of America and not in the 
backwater. They are tired of 
being led by the dead hand of 
the past. They want a change, 
and I believe they are going 
to get it." 


Interviews throughout

state indicate 
Percv 
was 


right, 
that the desire to 


change has been smouldering 
among 
Mississippians 
for 


months. Though many factors 


are involved In Its recent 
emergence into the open, the 
one most important one was 
passage of the Civil Rights 
Act. 


"That act of Congress eman- 


cipated the white man more 
than the Negro," said one 
Jacksonian. "Now we don't 
have to say we've been wrong 
or anything like that, only 
that we've been licked. We 
fought hard and lost — now 
let's get busy with adjusting." 


Not Yet 


But how widespread is this 


desire to get 
busy 
with 


adjusting? Could a politician 
get elected, say, on a plat- 
form of rejecting the past's 
dead hand? 


"Not today, not yet," said 


State Treasurer William Win- 
ter. "Maybe not even two and 
a half years from now when 
we have our next governor's 
race.

Rising From Crushing Defeat 
Unbowed Right Wing Girds Loins for Continuing Battle 
Behind Motto of '26,000,000 Americans Can't be Wrong' 


Move Slowly

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Despite crushing defeat last 
November, right wing groups 
already are gearing up a 
major political effort for the 
1966 elections. 


The John Birch Society is 


pushing a massive member- 
ship drive and aiming for a 
$12-million budget in 1966. 
That would be four times its 
1964 income and ten times as 
much as it collected in 1963.

passionately. In his scholarly 
"Revolt 
of 
fbe Redrecks," 


Albert D.Kirwan recounts the 
rise of the Populist party in 
the 1890s: 


The Democrats answered 


the challenge with the old 
rallying cry of white suprem- 
acy . . . to all the clamor 
which the made for reform, 
the Democrats answered that 
there were some things more 
important than reforms in the 
economy," namely the possi- 
bility of Negro supremacy, an 
"unspeakable 
eventuality." 


The Populists lost — even as 
the Democrats, "the party of 


the white man," was to lose 
in 1964 when it became the 
party of the civil rights bill. 


Their heritage has left the 


people of Mississippi, though 
hospitable almost to the point 
of annoyance, suspicious of 
outsiders." They are fiercely 
proud of their state, but it

Silver Collection Offers Study of 
Manners, Customs of Bygone Era

FOND DU LAC - There 


are many kinds of collectors, 
some of whom collect for 
investment purposes or for 
prestige, but to Mrs. Bernard 
Stone, 
the 
beauty 
of her 


collection is more-than "ma- 
terial". She has a deeper-than- 
usual appreciation for the 
silver 
she 
has 
collected 


through the years. 


Her principal collection is 


made 
up of small 
silver 


boxes, though like most col- 
lectors, she has sidetracked 
into a number of other items. 


She began by 
collecting 


utilitarian silver, a tea set 
first, followed by candelabra 
and a soup toureen. After her 
need for useful silver was 
fulfilled, she was captivated 
by a cloisonne and silver tea 
set at an auction of antiques 
in Oshkosh. and succumbed to 
the temptation to buy. On the 
drive home she remarked to 
her daughter, "I can't wait to 
get home and get a better 
look at the set". Her daughter 
replied, "I can't wait to see 
where you are going to put 
it." 


Collectible Pieces 


That was the end of collect- 


Ing large pieces of silver. She 
began of necessity to look for 
small collectible items. Small 
silver boxes intrigued her She 
started with snuff boxes, then 
added vinaigarettes. pomand- 
ers, nutmeg graters, sweet 
meat, patch and trinket box- 
es 


Because of extensive travel- 


ing, Mrs. Stone has been able 
to collect rapidly Her collec- 
tion represents countries all 
over the world and puts many 
museums to shame 


To begin with she bought 


anv small silver box that was 


attractive. A few of the snuff 
boxes are of Victorian origin. 
Soon she added snuff boxes of 
other materials. A box bought 
in Brazil, that she believes 
was made in Portugal, is of 
horn studded with gold, and a 
snuff 
box 
from 
Scotland, 


called a "Mull" is made of 
horn trimmed 
with 
silver. 


"Mulls" of light or dark horn 
come in a variety of sizes. 
The horn was warmed and 
bent into shape. Her collection 
now contains examples of 
silver, wood, tortoise, horn, 
ivory, mother-of-pearl, gold, 
porcelain, pewter, tin, papier 
mache' and scrimshaw. 


The scrimshaw snuff box is 


made of whale bone and is the 
only one she has ever seen. 
Her oldest silver box was 
made in London in 1685. 


Scent From Pomander 


Pomanders 
of which 
she 


has many are small boxes 
that contained a sponge, sat- 
urated with aromatic vinegar. 
Pomanders have rings and 
chains and were usually worn 
on a chatelaine at the waist. 
An orange, its skin pierced by 
spices, was the original Po- 
mander It was banished by 
Henry VIII in favor of the 
little'box. 


Vinaigarettes were a devel- 


opment of the Pomander. 


Nutmeg graters were car- 


ried beginning with the first 
quarter of the 17th century. 
The heyday of the grater was 
during the "Toddy" drinking 
period 
from 
170 to about 


1830 
As old as they are, a 


number of graters owned by 
Mrs Stone still contain bits of 
nutmeg There was a period 
from 1739 to 1790 when 
graters were made very small 
because the craftsman did not 
have

Describes 'Patch' Boxes 
In the collection, are a 


number of "Patch" boxes, the 
tiny boxes that held small 
paper or cloth beauty spots 
ladies applied to faces or 
backs in the 17th and 18th 
centuries. 


Some antique dealers are in 


the habit of caling all uniden- 
tifiable smal boxes "Patch 
boxes. Through study, Mrs. 
Stone 
learned 
that 
small 


round boxes without mirrors 
were made to hold counters or 
markers used by the gambling 
dandy. The cover is often 
marked with his monogram or 
crest. She was fortunate in 
finding one that stil contains 
its counters. 


Shopping over such a wide 


area 
creates 
problems 
In 


order to buy wisely, Mrs 
Stone must make a study of 
the 
small 
silver 
antiques 


likely to be found in the 
country she plans to visit. For 
this purpose, she has books 
from many countries that she 
translates to English with the 
help of dictionaries. 


Knows Silversmiths 


Through study, the work of 


certain silversmiths has be- 
come more desirable than 
others. In trying to find small 
boxes which they crafted, she 
is often offered other exam- 
ples of their skill. Frequently, 
it is a spoon. She now has a 
sizable collection of spoons 
that include teaspoons and 
tablespoons as well as mar- 
row, 
salt, dressing, caddy, 


dessert and mote spoons or 
skimmers. A mote spoon is a 
long handled spoon used to 
skim "motes", or small parti- 
cles from the surface of a cup 
of tea The pointed, or rat-tail- 
ed, end of the handle cleared 
the leaves from the spout of 
the teapot 


The odd pieces of small 


silver in Mrs. Stone's collec- 
tion are many and varied 
Most of the Etui, or cases for 
small articles, hold hairpins, 
needles 
or small 
perfume 


flasks 
One contains a sur- 


geon's 
knife. She 
has 
a 


variety of bottles and goblets, 
porcelain flasks, wine strain- 
ers, a spoon warmer, wine 
labels, called bottle tickets by 
the English, and Porte Bou- 
quet or posy holders earned 
by milady in place of a fan. 
These she has in a variety of 
sizes There is a collection of 
miniature silver furniture and 
a set of eight tiny musicians 
made in Nuremburg, Germa- 
ny, in the 17th century. Two 
other musicians, larger and of 
later origin, are what Mrs. 
Stone calls fun figures — a 
chimney sweep playing on a 
broom and a cook with a pot 
and spoon. The collection also 
contains 
mate' 
cups 
from 


various South American coun- 
tries. 


All Countries Represented 
"I am constantly surprised 


at 
how far 
some of my 


antiques have traveled from 
the places of their origin." 
says Mrs. Stone. 
At 
an 


auction 
in Barbados 
— a 


household auction that she 
stumbled upon by chance — 


she bought a silver skewer 
made in London in 1788. The 
Bernadotte crest adorns the 
skewer. At a shop in Zanzi- 
bar, an English box. But with 
no more effort than it took to 
answer her own door bell, she 
bought a hunting horn. It had 
been a gift to a master of 
hounds in England and was 
offered for sale by an elderly 
gentleman in need of money. 


She has shopped 
in the 


Souks, outdoor bazaars in 
Casa Blanca and Tangier, at 
the Caledonia market in Lon- 
don and the Flee markets of 
Paris, Dublin and Madrid. In 
Canada, she found the only 
bronze snuff box she owns. 
"People are generally pleas- 
ant and helpful," Mrs. Stone 
remarked. She told of the 
woman proprietor of a lovely 
shop in Dublin who took Mrs. 
Stone to her home to see a 
private collection 
of mote 


skimmers. 


Mrs. Stone's silver is beau- 


tifully displayed in cabinets 
throughout her home. In the 
dining room, spoons are ar- 
ranged under glass on a tea 
cart. Many pieces have been 
put to use as wall decorations 
or accessories 
A Victorian 


spoon warmer, in the form of 
an open-mouthed fish, and a 
compote from Hatti- are used 
as table planters. A pair of 
sandal stirrups 
from South 


America are used as wall 
planters. "There is not a 
room in the house that does 
not hold some of my collec- 
tion, although the most valu- 
able of my pieces are kept at 
the bank," said Mrs. Stone.

Horses; Win Many Trophies 


V. E. Quakenbush and Son Chris, 13

Breeding and raising fine American 
quarter 


horses is a family affair for V. E. Quakenbush, his 
wife, Jean, and their 13-year-old son, Chris. 


The family, with Quakenbush serving as manager, 


his- wife as "chief bookkeeper" and Chris as a prin- 
cipal rider, operates its "Triple Q Ranch" at two Fox 
Cities locations—Ranch No. 1 on Appleton's Calumet 
Street, and Ranch No. 2, just east of Darboy. 


Here the visitor finds some 60 head of registered 


quarter horses, a breed so-named because of its un- 
eoualed speed over distances no greater than one- 
quarter of a mile. 


Long a favorite sport in some Eastern, Western 


and Southern States, Quarter racing has produced a 
horse intended for, and adapted to, great speed for 
short distances. 


In Wisconsin this heavily-muscled, immensely 


powerful horse has created a great deal of interest 
in the last few years, and the quarter horse popula- 
tion now stands at about 2600. 


In this state the quarter horse is used primarily 


for show purposes—at halter, in pleasure classes, 
cutting, roping, reining, and in barrel racing contests. 


A typical quarter horse mare or stallion ranges 


between 57 and 62 inches high at the withers (14 or 


15 hands in horse parlance) and weighs from 1,000 
to 1,300 pounds, the visitor soon learns. 


In cattle country the quarter horse's ability to 


sustain a high speed for short distances is particu- 
larly valuable in heading off and roping a calf or 
steer. This is, however, only one of the quarter 
horse's many talents, and he is a favorite for rodeo 
performances, in ranch work, on the trail or simply 
for pleasure riding. 


Although visitors are welcome at either of the 


"Triple Q Ranch" locations, the Quakenbushes stress 
that their horses are not riding horses, nor are they 
for rent as they might be at a public stable. The 
horses, other than the service stallions, are used for 
the family's own purposes, and for exhibition. 


Trainer at the Quakenbush ranch is Lyle (Slim) 


Rutter, who, along with the youthful veteran. Chris, 
does most of the riding and exhibiting. Rutter has 
won many awards with Kay's Roan, in particular, and 
this year Chris has a new cutting mare from Texas 
for his use. 


The living room of the Quakenbush home, at 1305 


VV. Oakcrest Dr., is eloquent testimony to the Triple 
Q Ranch's effectiveness on the exhibition circuit. 
Trophies cover almost every available flat surface— 
the mantel, tables, display cases, even the piano. 
Dozens more are upstairs, stored away, along with 
countless ribbons. 


Mrs. Quakenbush estimates that the total of tan- 


gible trophies is in the neighborhood of 150. And 
despite the family's success in past competitions, she 
says, it's just as mch of a thrill to win a trophy today 
as it was five years ago. 


The couple started in the ranching business in 


the early 1950s, with the purchase of several black 
angus cattle. Later they added Shetland ponies and, 
following several trips to the Southwest to observe 
quarter horses, decided to add a stallion and two 
mares to their collection of livestock. 


Accordingly, in 1956, they entered the quarter 


horse-breeding business by purchasing Tom's Beauty 
P-50,074, Gypsy Traveler P-45,890 and Sandy Cuellar 
P-43,682 while on a trip to Dallas, Texas. Tom's 
Beauty served as their senior stallion until purchase 


of Hank's No Time in 1958. 


"They (the quarter horses) took over our inter- 


est," Mrs. Quakenbush recalled last week, "to the 
point where we disposed of most of the ponies to 
make room for more quarter horses, and at present 
they are the backbone of our ranching operations."

This is a story that is seldom brought to light. 


It is a story of courage—physical as well as moral. 
It is the story of service. It is the inside story of the 
workings of the classified ad department of The 
Post-Crescent. 


Long ago. readers of newspapers discovered the 


selling punch of a line or two of type. The very first 
advertisement in a newspaper was the direct ancestor 
of today's classified ad. Today's huge advertisement 
industry grew, like the Biblical mustard seed, from a 


line or two of type. 


This long heritage of the "want ad" has laid a 


heavy responsibility on classified ad salesmen since 
the public has developed a strong degree of believ- 


ability in the product. 


What the classified ad department of The Post- 


Crescent does to live up to this expectation of hon- 
esty makes it appropriate for it to be honored during 
this National Want Ad Week. 


Contrary to the surface look of their work, classi- 


fied ad salesmen don't merely act as stenographers 
and clerical help. They are, in effect, the first line 
shock troops guarding the reputation of their section 
of the newspaper—one of the best-read sections of 
any newspaper. 


What do they guard against? Fraudulent get-rich 


schemes. Misleading solicitation for help. Traps laid 
for the savings of the unwary. Veiled pandering. 
Gambling opportunities. In a word, they guard their 
susceptible readers from heartache. 


This practice costs the paper thousands of dollars 


annually! And it puts the ad salesmen in direct line 
oi considerable 
abuse — verbally, and, at times, 


physical. 


George Browne, department manager, has pointed 


out, "If there wasn't larceny in the hearts of so many 
people, our job would be a lot less difficult.'' 


How do Browne and his crew of five men and 


five women operate on the front line? They keep an 
eagle eye out and check and double check every ad 
they see. Help wanted ads are the biggest headache. 


"Wanted, male, for sales work representing na- 


tionally famous company. Extra fringe benefits a,id 
$150 a week. Only men under 40 years need apply.'' 


Don't try an ad like that! It would set red flags 


flying. U) The ad doesn't define the type of selling. 
(2) It doesn't define the type of pay; $150 in salary is 
much different than $150 in possible commissions. 
(3) It discriminates against men over 40 years in 
direct violation of the state's fair employment laws. 


"Business opportunity. Housewives make money 


at home! Do piece work, sewing {or top prices." 


"Business opportunity. For a small investmeiit 


become an independent salesman loith no limit to 
your income. Company supplies sample kit at cost 
easily repaid from generous commissions."' 


"Business opportunity. Become a vending machine 


tycoon. Rent equipment for unlimited 
opportunities 


in your territory." 


Experience has taught the admen to say "No" to 


these out of hand. Too many piece-work offers have 
left the sewing housewife with nothing but experience 
after her employer forgot to pay her. 


The state law prohibits firms from obliging a 


salesman to purchase his sample kit. The legislation 
grew out of a situation in which a firm, using help- 
wanted ads to get its victims, used high interest 
rates and service charges to syphon off unreasonable 
money from its "salesmen." The newspaper classified 
men were in the forefront in the fight for the legisla- 
tion. 


The vending-machine ad also has been screened 


because of similar cases in which couples plunged 
their entire life savings into unreturnable equipment 
and merchandise only to find "your territory" was 
nonexistent or, at the best, nonexclusive. 


The attractive ad for a school of instruction also 


goes under close scrutiny. If the school is not on the

In Booming Valley 100 Years Ago

1.500 bushels of wheat per day, making about 300 
barrels of flour. 


"Their business for 1864 cannot fall much short 


of $200.000, and, when the addition is made, "it would 
be safe to set it down to $500.000. They have room 
for storing 15.000 bushels of wheat at once. Their 
market is mostly in the East—Portland, New York, 
etc., being their chief markets. 


"They obtain their wheat from this vicinity and 


Fond du Lac and Oshkosh. About six hands are em- 
ployed here." 


"The Rake Factory is located to the end of the 


Grand Chute dam, to the west of Pfennig's Flouring 
Mill. It was erected by Messrs. Clark and Simpson 
in the winter of 1863-1864. 


"It v.as then 36 by 60 feet and three stories high. 


An addition has since been made so that its dimen- 
sions are now 36 by 100 feet. 


"In April of 1864, Mr. Johnson bought out Mr. 


Simpson, since which time the business has been 
carried on by Messrs. Clark and Johnson. 


"There are manufactured here seed-sowers, horse 


rakes and hand rakes, ox-bows and fork handles 


Lumber also is sawed here, most of \\hich. however, 
is used right in the factory. There are about 50 hand?, 
men and women, employed here. The machinery is 
all of the latest pattern and most approved make. 


"I am informed by the proprietors that it is im- 


possible to fill all their orders, for should they do so, 
they would be obliged to more than double their 
business. They are at present largely engaged in the 
manufacture of a seed-sower, the invention of an 
Appleton man. for which they have purchased the 
patent for the United States. We think it is destined 
to be brought into universal use, and to the effect a 
great revolution as regards farming, so far as seed- 
sowing is concerned. We predict for it a large sale. 


"The value of the present improvements is about 


$20.000. The annual amount of business is between 
$60,000 and $80,000. At present the firm is doing a 
business scarcely second to none in the city and it 
only needs the building of the "side track" (railroad 
spur) to make the convenience complete. 


"We are struck with the rapid increase here, when 


we consider that Mr. Clark commenced by manufac- 
turing rakes by hand. After managing in this man- 
ner for some time, he made out to purchase a steam 
engine, the same that is now used by Mr. Wilson & 
Barren."'

The admen have learned through experience that 


often the "school" isn't what it looks like. The typical 
unlisted "school" demands a big initial fee for "tui- 
tion" and then serves as an employment agency to 
give its "students" on-the-job training. 


Another "school" gimmick is the long-term con- 


tract that can gobble up savings like a rathole drink- 


ing water. 


While the "personals" are one of the best draws 


in the section and have proved to be a mother lode 
for speculative fiction pieces, they don't get by with- 
out screening. Out go the marriage brokers. Out go 
the "friendship" clubs. Out go all that might possibly 
smack of the pornographic. These bugaboos usually 
are created by weird fads and a "Report" by the 
Milwaukee Better Business Bureau keeps the ad staff 


informed of the latest gimmick going. 


One taboo sometimes gets by. That's the ad that 


offers a tremendous bargain when, in fact, the ad\er- 
tiser really wants to lure inquiries to sell something 


e}se__not quite the same thing, or price. A complaint, 
from a victim or a competitor of the advertiser, usual- 
ly leads to killing the ad. Browne says he cannot 
remember when such a complaint didn't hold \\ater. 


Mail order ads from outside The Post-Crescent's 


circulation area meet with out-of-hand refusals also. 


A good deal of system is needed to ride herd on 


the classified department which runs an average of 
500 classified ads a day 
The key to the system is a 


"memory" file of literally thousands of rejected ads 
and guideh-nes that are strictly followed. Periodically 
the department's watchdog duties are worked over 
and strengthened and the staff is briefed on the most 
recent gimmick. 


Rejected advertisers have been known to be per- 


sistent. Having failed to insert a spurious ad, they 
have tried again under fictitious names or front or- 
ganizations or person-to-person appeals from their 
aiea representatives. Some have even tried to horn 
in on the paper's popular Kiddie Korner ads which 
annually allow the youngsters free space to get used 
to using want ads. 


When all of this has failed, they have been known 


to storm the ramparts of the ad department with 
blood in their eyes. Some of Browne's stones oi 
these encounters make the AAL. steeplejack's job 
look soft.

Germany's Sullen Fuhrer 
Was 'Crazy Over Horses1

A philatelist easily could compose an impressive list of knowledge bits un- 


der the title: Things I Wouldn't Know If I Didn't Collect Stamps. 


Such an item has to do with Adolph Hitler and his whims and fancies. What 


do most people think about when his name is mentioned? Swastikas, a particu- 
lar kind of moustache, high polished boots, a swath of hair hanging down over 
one eye - these might be some of the things recalled. What about horses? 


Herr Hitler was a dedicated lover of horseflesh, particularly race horses. 


The evidence on the postage stamps of Germany, from 1936 through 1944, Is al- 
most as frequent as is his own stern visage. These were the years when, postally 


speaking, horses never had it so good—in Germany. 


Handsome Issues 


There were the "Brown Ribbon" events, held at Munich, for which nine 


handsome stamp pieces were issued in those years. There were the German 
Derby and the "Blue Ribbon" events held annually at Hamburg - 
accounting 


for another four very attractive horse stamps. The Vienna Grand Prize racea 
were the subject of two more issues, each consisting of two stamps in pleasing 
design and color. Plus four other stamps of Germany on which the designs 


prominently featured horses. 


In a span of about eight years, a total of 17 horse stamps enhanced the 


topical philately of the world. Primarily because Adolph loved horses. 


From 1872 until 1936, Germany issued only two stamp designs in which 


horses appeared - one of them surrealistically. And after Hitler's death, only 
once has a German stamp contained a horse m its design. 


What's nune, the horsey years produced some of Germany's most deskaWe 


and attractive postage adhesive*. In all honesty, it must be added that several of 
h 
horses ,oi the stamps) were being ridden by nude Valkyries, and cur- 


vaceous maidens with spanty apparel-another of Adolph'* vaganest wouM 
seem. But for the most part, the designs featured artful and appealing rendi 


tions of horse beauty. 


Unfortunately the author of Mein Kampf didn't carry over his philanthropy 


to people And that made all the difference.

pearing on the market with hip displasia. In fact, 
this is so prevalent in the breed that it has become 
quite a hazard. 


"Breeders who are tops in the field today insist 


on X-rays of any animals they purchase or to which 
they will breed. This deformity can be stamped out 
of the breed only by this type of breeding. 


"In the dachshund, far too much breeding has 


been done to try to produce smaller animals in the 
attempt to produce the miniature variety. The result 
in this breed has been dogs which are too small to 
be good standards and too large to be miniatures. 
This dog was primarily bred as a badger hound and 
it is very difficult to conceive of one of these which 
we see in our rings today ever getting the-uest of it 
in any struggle with a badger. 


"In the poodles which are being produced in 


such profusion today we find more parti-colored 
dogs These are the result of careless breeding tac- 
tics, for the standards of the breed call for the dis- 
qualification of any two-colored specimens."

Indoor Gardening 
Patience Needed in Shortening Rubber Plant 


BY KATHERINE B. WALKER 


The most common problem with rubber plants 


(fiscus var.) is that the lower leaves fall, leaving a 
long, bare unattractive stem. Usually the top of the 
plant is in good condition, well furnished 
with 


healthy leaves, but this portion is completely out of 
balance with the base of the plant. Fortunately, it is 
rather easy to shorten the stem, simply by air-layer- 
ing 


First, get some long-strand sphagnum moss, a 


sheet of fairly heavy plastic about 12 inches by 24 
inches, a couple of sturdy plant ties and a toothpick. 
Next, decide where you would like the stem to have 
roots; this is usually at a point about 10 inches be- 
low the existing leaves, but it may be closer or far- 
ther if you wish. Remember, when rooted, the stem 
must be long enough to fit down in a fairly large 
pot, and extend above the pot rim far enough that 
the leaves will not be crowded or bunched against it. 


Now, with a clean, sharp knife, make a slanting 


cut almost half-way through the stem, supporting the 
stem firmly with your other hand so it won't crack 
or break. Lay a toothpick in the cut to keep its 
edge propped open. Take a generous handful of wet 
sphagnum moss and place it over and around the 
cut and stem. Use as much moss as necessary to 
make a fat. elongated ball about five or six inches 
in diameter. Then, wrap the plastic around the moss, 
overlapping the edges and letting it extend a few 
inches above and below the moss-ball. Gather in firm- 
ly against the stem (above and below the moss) and 
fasten it securely with the plant ties. 


Patience Needed 


From here on you need patience, as it may take 


six or eight weeks before roots are visible through 
Ihe plastic. During this period, the moss must be 
kept very moist: if it lightens in color, loosen the 
upper tie, pour water onto the moss to saturate it, 
replace the tie and allow to stand a short time. Then 
loosen the lower tie and allow any excess to run out; 
retighten the lower tie. Remember to keep the 


plant's soil constanth moist When roots are visible 
through the wrap, cut through the stem just below 
the moss, and pot the newly-rooted cutting with the 
moss around it undisturbed.

A Scorpion on a Stone. By Gwynn Griffin. Holt,

Griffin's sharply honed story-telling powers are 


devoted here to six stories about contemporary Afri- 
ca. They have literary merit and the topical impact 
of today's confused ideologies. 


The author is dealing with political and socio- 


logical dynamite, an explosive substance somewhere 
between ancient gunpowder and current nuclear de- 
vices. 


His people include the English, French and Ital- 


ians of fading colonial influence, the unreconstructed 
Boers and stubborn Arabs, the Eurasians and other 
dominators, all mixed in with the half-castes and 
blacks to create a fantastic social amalgam. 


Two of his stories are taut, bloody chronicles of

Sheinwold on Bridge 
Par Tournaments 
Never Popular as 
Duplicate Bridge 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


Almost exactly 33 years ago Ely Culbertson staged 


the first par-hand bridge tournament, giving it the 
rather grandiose name of "World Bridge Olympic." 
The leading players of the day constructed hands 
that required unusually accurate play for good re- 
sults, and these 16 hands were played in 
20-odd 


countries, beginning at 8 o'clock New York time on 
the night of April 1. 1932. 


The occasion was only slightly marred by the 


fact that sonie unauthorized people got copies of 
the hands a few days before April 1. When one of 
these men. the novelist Louis Joseph Vance, made 
disparaging remarks about the approaching Olympic, 
Culbertson offered to bet Sl.OOO to SI that the novel- 
ist could not get a 60 per cent score even though 
he could see all 52 cards of each deal. Vance loftily 
refused to bet. but unwisely wrote out his -solu- 
tions" for a New York newspaperman, who published 
Vance's answers and the official answers after the 
Olympic had taken place. Vance had saved his dollar, 
because he got only 40 per cent of the right answers. 


All of this found its way into the newspapers, 


much to the delight of Culbertson. a self-taught 
genius in the arts of publicity. The Olympic also 
profited from the newspaper stories and reached its 
peak a few years later with 90,000 players com- 
peting in 70 countries. 


Temporary Growth 


This growth was only temporary. Most bridge 


players did not enjoy playing par hands, and par 
contests have never been as popular as duplicate 


Outdoors Wisconsin 


tournaments or ordinary rubber bridge. Accurate 
bidding and play are good enough for the "book 
player." but many practical experts are quite will- 
ing to bid an unmakable game or slam — and then 
make the contract when the defense slips. Likewise, 
they are willing to bid far too high to push the 
opponents into even higher contracts— which can 
then be defeated. 


In recent years par hands have been used in the 


annual Intercollegiate Tournament, in an annual 
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international tournament for the State Department 
Recreation Association, and in a world par contest 
held in odd-numbered years by the World Bridge 
Federation. 


Few Bid Slam 


When the hand shown today was played a couple 


of months ago in the 1965 Intercollegiate Tourna- 
ment, very few contestants were ambitious enough 
to bid six spades. Most players are reluctant to bid 
a slam without either a good trump fit or an abund- 
ance of high cards. In this case. North had doubtful 
spade support, and the combined count in high cards 
was only 28 points, or five points less than the count 
than the books recommend for a slam.

Snowbound Areas Formed Barrier 
To Wisconsin - Bound Migrants 


BY CLARA HUSSONG 


March 1965, with its heavy snows and cold tem- 


peratures, was the worst March on reeord, according 
to weather reports. In much of this country, temper- 
atures from 20 to 30 degrees below normal were com- 
mon through a good part of the month. 


Many of the early spring birds we expected win- 


tered in southern states. Before getting to Wisconsin 
they have to pass through areas which in the last 
few winters have formed virtual snow belts. Often 
they had more snow than we here in Northern Wis- 
consin. 


Of course these snowbound areas formed a bar- 


rier to migrating birds. They had to wait out the 
weather, so it was no wonder that they were far be- 
hind their schedule in arriving here. Those who keep 
records of spring arrivals each year will no doubt 
have some record-breakers—that is, late dates for 
the varous species. 


Deathlike Sleep 


The cold early spring weather affected other life 


as well as that of birds. The true hibernator's, that is, 
those who go into that profound, almost deathlike 
sleep, have been and will continue to be late in 
awakening. 
This group includes insects, snakes, 


turtles, toads, frogs and a few mammals. 


The lighter sleepers, such as bears, raccoons, 


skunks, and chipmunks, are affected by the late 
spring too, but not as much as the true hibernators. 
During warm spells in late winter they are often 
seen walking about. A cold spell sends them back to 
their dens. 


Plant life too felt the cold. Through the month of 


March buds of trees and bushes remained at a stand- 
still, instead of developing and enlarging with each 
mild spell, as they do in average years. 


But the weather can make quick changes too. and 


all life responds to it. I remember one early April 
day when Ray and I were making a trip to the Upper 
Peninsula. As we drove past our favorite hardwood, 
several miles southeast of Gillett, the woods had a 
wintry look. There was snow on the ground and dead 
leaves which covered the hepaticas, bloodroots, ane- 
mones and other spring wildflowers. 


Warm Weather 


In the two days that followed, the weather turned 


very warm, up to 80 degrees. Returning by the same 
route two days later, we found the snow had dis- 
appeared and the ground floor of the woods covered 
with wildflowers. It seemed like a miracle. 


I promised to tell about my experiment in forcing 


wild plum blossoms. As I had planned, I had picked a 
few sprays, soaked them overnight in water, and set 
them in a slim vase between the storm and regular 
window. The sun shown on them all day. but the next 
mornihg the water in the vase was frozen. 


There was only one thing to do, keep them in the 


sunniest spot in the basement. I continued to soak 
them overnight, or for a few hours, about once a 
week. It is now nearly four weeks since I started the 
forcing process, and they are just beginning to show 
their petals. In a few days I will bring them upstairs. 
No doubt, they were not so well developed when I 
picked them as they should have been for the sea- 
son, and that is why they are slower than usual in 
coming into bloom. 


players were instructed to disregard their own auc- 
tion and to accept the "official" bidding. 


Then South had to play for 12 tricks at spades, 


with the defenders instructed to lead hearts when- 
ever possible. 


There is no problem at six spades if West opens 


a diamond or a club. You win this ineffectual lead in 
dummy, lead out your top spades and give up a 
spade. Then you can discard four low hearts on 
dummy's high diamonds and clubs. 


Life is more difficult when West opens the king 


of hearts, and this difficulty makes it a par hand. 
You must win the first trick with the ace of hearts, 
but you cannot lead out three rounds of spades. If 
you did. the defenders would then take three heart 
tricks. 


Some college students drew just two rounds of 


trumps and then tried to cash dummy's winners to 
gel rid of the low hearts. This line of play allows 
South to discard one heart on the king of clubs and 
two more on the high diamonds. East ruffs the third 
diamond and leads a heart just in time to defeat 
the slam. 


South's correct play is to take the ace of heaits 


and return a low trump at once. 


East wins and follows instructions by returning 


a heart. Dummy ruffs, and now declarer must get 
back to his hand to draw trumps. Since it is clearly 
safer (although more "wasteful") to ruff a second 
diamond than a second club. South cashes the ace of 
diamonds and ruffs a diamond. Then he draws 
trumps and returns to dummy with a club to dis- 
card the rest of his hearts on dummy's winners.

NEW YORK—Julie Harris will portray Florence 


Nightingale, heroine of the Crimean War and founder 
of modern nursing, on NBC-TV at 6:30 p.m., Wed- 
nesday evening. April 7, in The Holy Terror, tele- 
vision drama, on the Hallmark Hall of Fame. 


The 90 - minute color special, was written by 


James Lee. author of another Hallmark original, the 
well-received 1963 historical drama. "The Invincible 
Mr. Disraeli." 


While some of Miss Nightingale's many contribu- 


tions to nursng and hospital procedure are drama- 
tized in Lee's play. The Holy Terror is primarily a 
character study of a beautiful and dynamic woman- 
She shocked Victorian London by giving up her gay 
social life to nurse the sick, poor, and elderly in in- 
stitutions so unsanitary and poorly managed that few 
patients ever recovered. 


Crimean Experiences 


The play devotes considerable time to Miss Night- 


ingale's later experiences in the Crimea where, de- 
spite deplorable conditions, her nurses reduced the 
death rate among soldier patients from 42 to 2 per- 


cent in four months at the notorious Scutari Hos- 


pital. 


It was during this period that she contracted a 


fever that invalided her for much of her long life, 
and it was her exploits in the Crimea, chronicled 
'by journalism's first war correspondent. Wlliam 
Howard Russell of the London Times, that made her 
?. national heroine. 


Denholm Elliott is cast as Sidney Herbert, secre- 


tary for war and Miss Nightingale's longtime-friend 
and champion in government. 


Torin Thatcher portrays Dr. John Poole. another 


historical character. Poole was the Crimean surgeon 
v.ho opposed her presence in the battle area and 
later fought her efforts to reorganize army medical 
practices. 


Florence Nightingale deserved the plaudits of a 


grateful nation and the now-famous title of the "lady 


'Vith the lamp.' But she- was also a very complex 


person, strong-willed and with an almost unscrupu- 
lous relentlessness of purpose. 


In her own words: ' 


''Scutari (hospital i has taught me how few things

are freely given in this world, no matter the worth 
of the cause. But when the cause is worthy enough, 
what is needed must be taken. By whatever means!" 


Her attitude and driving will were sometimes 


attributed by critics to ambition and even egomania. 
She believed she had a divine "call" to nursing, that 
angels had spoken to her—all of which explains the 
author's title for his play. 


In the scenario that Lee wrote following his re- 


search, he posed this question: 


'•What drove this girl, entitled by her birth and 


her affluence to live out her life at the brilliant, 
comfortable, secure heights of London society . . . to 
go to her hands and knees to scrub the floors of 
the British army hospital barracks at Scutari in the 
Crimean Peninsula? 


'•She was determined, to change the world she 


found, as much through her strength of will as 
through her abilities. 


'•There is a key which Florence herself provided. 


She declared that, like Joan of Arc. she heard 
"voices." She heard them four times: as a girl of 17. 
at 29 .when first denied the right to become a nurse1, 
at a crucial point in the war, and in her late 60s 
when Jher proposed hospital reform bill appeared 
doomed.

•'These voices'may"be explained in several ways. 


One said she was possessed by a demon.. Some mem- 
bers of her family, recalling one case of recent in- 
' sanity of the home, suspected-Florence might have 
been out of. her .mind.
